er, later General Baker, dead these 
twenty years, buried Booth's body. At 
thtt command of E. M. Stanton, secre- 
tary of war, they removed the remains 
from a man-of-war and somewhere in- 
terred them. 
• "The body disappeared in the dark- 
ness," said Sampson, "and we re- 
turned In <he darkness.

Probably no ohter living man can 


relate the events of April, 1865, with 
such accuracy as Sampson.

I helped pursue Booth to 
the barn on Garrett's farm, saw the 
match applied to straw straggling 
from the left doof, glimpsed the as- 
sassin pacing up and down inside, 
and heard Boston Corbett fire the shot 
that mortally wounded him.

Sometimes 
there are additional contracts for bridges 
and* guardrails. The federal government is 
no party to these agreements. The state 
assumes all the liability, as far as paying 
the contractors is concerned, except in a 
few cases where counties also contribute. 
It is the duty of the state to make "pay- 
ment promptly after the contract has been 
completed and the road improved"; this 
without regards to -whether any payments 
have been made on this particular project 
by the federal government. Therefore, I say 
that all the money which the state has paid 
to contractors for -road building has been 
paid to meet the direct obligations of the 
state and no money has been advanced for 
the federal government.

ABOARD PRESIDENT HARDING'S 


TRAIN, ENROUTE TO SEWARD, 
Alaska, July 18.— President Harding 
Is going to have a cabinet meeting on 
Alaskan problems soon after board- 
ing the transport Henderson for the 
return to the Unitea States. 


Secretaries Work, 
Wallace and 


Hoover will complete their intimate 
study of fisheries, coal, railroad and 
general mining with hearings 
at 


Anchorage and Seward. The data will 
be 
assembled and discussed in a 


cabinet conference "With these officials 
and 
with unofficial 
cabinet news 


papermen who have studied Alaskan 
conditions as searchingly and pain- 
stakingly as the officials. 


The president will work out a gen- 


eral plan for his Alaska speech to be 
delivered at Seattle July 27. He has 
very clear impressions and convic- 
tions regarding Alaska as a result of 
his personal contact on the coast and 
the interior. These he intends to 
frankly express in his speech. His 
brief speeches in Alaska have been 
confined to generalities and he has 
repeatedly stated that he would make 
no promises to the territory while a 
study of its problems was under way. 


Among his Alaska convictions in 


the Seattle speech Harding will in- 
clude that the country's future is a 
matter of gradual and probably slow 
development for the coming decade at 
least, that it would be a mistake to 
try to "Bull" Alaska or give it pros- 
perity by artificial means, including 
the use of government money; that 
the people here should be allowed to 
work out tb.e}r own destinies without 
too much interference from Washing- 
ton: and that Alaska should be given 
a directing voice in Washington in 
the bureaus dealing with Alaskan af- 
fairs. 


President Harding today 
received 


an official invitation from 
the gov- 


ernor of Honolulu to visit there on the 
Henderson before returning to Seat- 
tle.. The' invitation probably' will be 
declined. 


No comment was made on the early 


returns of the Minnesota election, tho 
members of the unofficial party made 
no secret of their belief that Preus 
alone is to blame for the regular re- 
publican defeat 
His ambition to get 


himself into the senate is held as the 
cause for further reduction of the al- 
. ready slender republican margin. If 
Preus had appointed Sidney Anderson 
to the senate immediately after Nel- 
son died there would have been -no 
contest, one prominent official said. 


The president is due to arrive at 


Seward late today and will go aboard 
the Henderson.

No. 3—Breathing Under Water. 
The first thing for a Water Nymph 


to learn is how to breathe correctly. 
No one can advance very far with 
swimming or learn any of thf^difficult 
strokes, without learning to breathe 
correctly. You would learn it by ex- 
perience in due time, anyway, but by 
mastering this principal first you 
avoid many of the difficulties which 
frequently beset beginners. 
For In- 


stance, when you do not breathe cor- 
rectly you tire very easily and fre- 
quently get strangled on unexpected 
mouthfnls of water. 


Breathing while swimming is just 


the reverse of breathing for other ex- 
ercises. Breathe in thru your mouth 
and exhale thru your nose. You can 
exhale while under water but can in- 
hale only while ydur mouth-is above 
water. Try this simple breathing ex- 
ercise. Open your mouth, draw in a 
big breath, then stoop down with your 
head under water. Then exhale thru 


your nose. 
Big bubbles of air •Fin 


rise to the surface when you exhale 
under water. 
Then raise your head 


abore water, open your mouth, inhale, 
and repeat until the exercise becomes 
easy. At first you will want to simply 
hold your breath while under water, 
but you will soon learn to exhale. 


You will not strangle if you go 


under water with your mouth open. 
Try sticking your head under water 
with your mouth wide open and you 
will see that it has no effect on you at 
all. It is only when you inhale under 
water that the water gets into your 
windpipe and causes you to choke. 
And do not become desperately fright- 
ened if you do occasionally strangle a 
little while learning. A little will not 
hurt you., You can stand much more 
than you think. 
You can keep your 


eyes open under water too, and look 
about you.

stantaneous panaceas but of construc- 
tive measures in which fanners them- 


1 selves must co-operate to realize on 
them. The efforts have not had time 
to be tried out and to produce re- 
sults. In the meantime Minnesota 
eleotors by their votes have given no- 
tice that profiteering must stop; that 
the 
perfectly 
evident 
economic 


wrongs of which they are still victims 
must be righted immediately and that 
the farmer's dollars must be worth as 
much as that of any one else in its 
purchasing power. 


Two factors that I believe had great 


influence in the Minnesota election 
and that farmers thruout the west are

.Sixth—When juice begins to boil 
add required amount ot sugar. 


Seventh—SQr till sugar is dis- 


solved. 


Eighth—Let boil lively but not too 


fast.

If done 
the jelly will break from the edge of 
the spoon when cooled slightly. 


Tenth — Take from fire and skim. 
Eleventh — Pour into hot, sterilized 


glasses. 


Twelfth — When cool and set, cover 


with melted parafine, cover, label and 
store.

FEED WHEATJO THE HOGS 


Worth a. Dollar a Bushel If Used 


That Way, Says Head of 


Kansas Extension. 


H. Ijniberger, who is head of the 


extension department of the college 
of agriculture in Kansas, has advised 
ihe sixty agricultural county agents 
under his 
direction, to .encourage 


farmers to feed their wheat to hogs. 


Wheat is bringing 75 cents a bushel 


at Kansas elevators. Umberger says 
that the present market 
oituation, 


never before parallelled in the history 
of the state, makes it possible for the 
wheat grower to get a dollar a bushel 
if he sells it in the form of pork. 


According to -experiment station 


tests, wheat at TO cents a bushel will 
produce 100 pounds ,of gairu on 100 
pound shoats at a cost of $6.06. Corn 
at 90 cents a bushel will make the 
<yune gain for $8.32. when both are 
fed with a 10 per cent takage ration. 
The difference is a net saving of 
$2,26. Without the lankage supple- 
ment the margin in*favor of wheat is 
even higher.

Fighting Alcohol in France. 


Even France is awakening to the 


perils.«of the liquor traffic. 
This na- 


tion, which leads all Europe in the 
consumption of alcoholic 
beverages, 


where the poets have sung for a thou- 
sand years the supposed glories of the 
glittering goblet, has at last come to 
realize that strong drink is a liability, 
socially, economically and nationally. 
To fight this modern plague, La Ligue 
Nationale Centre 1'Aleoolisme 
has 


been formed, and its name sufficiently 
indicates its purpose—-to fight against 
alcohol, at all times, at all 
places, 


with eveiy- possible weapon. Nor is 
the league the fad or plaything of a 
lew well-meaning fanatics, for it has 
over 2,000 branches, over 10,000 mem- 
bers, and its president is Monsieur 
Herriot, mayor of Lyons and deputy 
of the Rhone. In addition, a French 
admiral and a French general are on 
its executive 
board; its work has 


"crowned" by the French Academy; 
the government has declared 
the 


league a public utility, enabling it 
thereby to accept legacies, and per- 
mission to preach the truth about al- 
cohol in the army and navy has been 
authorized. 


Today the league finds itself en- 


gaged in a terrific battle 
with the 


French liquor industry. American pro- 
hibition being one of the chief points 
of attack. So complete is the control 
of the French press by the French li- 
quor interests that the league has 
great trouble in refuting the false in- 
formation given out concerning prohi- 
bition and its results in America. 


But prohibition was not won in a 


day in America, and so the league, 
despite almost overwhelming opposi- 
tion, bravely continues its varied and 
interesting work in confidence 
and 


hope. As in America, it is the indif- 
ference of the good people -whici 
the stumbling block. To remove this 
mountain of indifference to arouse the 
French nation to the seriousness of 
the peril—that is the job which the 
league has staked out for itself. 


Politically the league is making 


haste slowly. To demand the passage 
of a national prohibition law would be 
poor strategy. It would only evoke 
derision and ridicule. 
The hour for 


this is far in the future. For the pres- 
ent, the league contents itself with 
the enforcement of existing laws and 
decrees, the election of deputies fav- 
oring prohibition and the education of 
public opinion. 


So. the league is working energetic- 


ally for the enforcement of the pres- 
ent laws aife governmental, decrees, 
and against any modification of them 
which 
would benefit the liquor in- 
terests. 


In parliament, since absolute prohi- 


bition is not immediately possible, the 
league urges the passage of restric- 
tive legislation, -which will curb the 
liquor industry, reduce the number of 
drinking places, diminish the produc- 
tion of alcoholic beverages, and pro- 
-hibit the consumption of distilled li- 
quors. 


Naturally, the major efforts of the 


league are directed toward educating 
the public so that the sassber of total 
abstainers may increase, and that 
more and more depuies favoring re- 
srictiTe legisltion may be elected to 
parliament. It is up-hill -work, slow 
rfnd difficult 
But au excellent start 


has hee33 raade. and every month sees 
new recrails enlisted, men. women 
and children, who promise lo abstaJn 
prsonaHy and lo work Zf-aloasly for 
th-e advarc^ta-c-Bt of the caos«».—Bern- 
hard Racrj<T Christian Herald. 


South Seas. They reach into Cuba, 
sugar-bowl.of the world, and to Per- 
sia, where the rugs come t'som.

All that is done is based upon an 


annual world conference of the inter- 
national labor organization, assem- 
bled to consider the most vital labor 
questions that 
confront 
mankind. 


Each nation sends four delegates, two 
representing the government, one the 
workers and one the employers. Thus 
no interest predominates. ' This in- 
ternational 
labor conference drafts 


contentions for the consideration of 
the member nations. It lays the foun- 
dation upon' which may be built a 
system of labor laws that will encom- 
pass the world. lu. the name of fifty- 
four nations it has approved the eight- 
hour day in industry, has pronounced 
against the employment in industry 
of children under the age of fourteen, 
has declared for better 
housing of, 


farm workers, for the extension of 
workers' compensation to the employ 
ees of agriculture. It is selecting on« 
after another of the problems of the 
worker, considering it in world con- 
ference, deciding on the advisable 
course of action, and 
driving 
on 


toward a world solution. 


Despite the multiplicity of language 


in these world conferences, the divers- 
ity of Tiew'-point, the conflict of m- 


would not be so foolish as to barter 
their birthright lor a mess of pottage.

taken away by parliament. 


The last secret of self-government 


is the right of open and peaceful dis- 
cussion of any existing law, even of 
the fundamental law of the land. To 
make any institution sacred, so that 
mere discusion of it becomes treason, 
is to incite rebellion sooner or later,

•archical England peaceably 
debates 


the advisability of handing the king 
his crown with a polite "what's your 
hurry?" But in that paradise of the 
plain people, soviet Russia, any dis- 
cussion of the Soviet's divine right to 
misgovern the country is "treason to 
the proletariat."

won only scant attention. Mexico has 
a budget. That is significant enough, 
but what gives It emphasis Is the cir- 
cumstance that it is the first budget a 
Mexican government has presented fof 
more than a decade. Not since 191* 
has there been offered to the Mexican 
people a comprehensive statement of 
their financial position. 


It has become .increasingly clear 


that 
President 
Obregon, however 


stanchly he stands by his promises on 
the land, labor and oil issues fn the 
face of American criticism, seriously 
strives to serve the Mexican people 
who receive substantial evidence of 
their progress from time to time. The 
new 
budget of national 
expenses 


shows a telling decrease in military 
and naval appropriations, many other 
economies and an increase In expendi- 
tures planned for public education, un- 
til that item now "represents 15 per 
cent of the budget. 


On the whole the ancient contempt 


with which many Americans have 
been inclined to regard Mexico seema 
no longer to have much substance. It 
cannot be said that Mexico has been 
coddled into reform; she has won it 
for herself and in the face of surpris- 
ing and discouraging conditions. 


If, as all men hope, the current ne- 


gotiations terminate in an official re- 
sumption of relations between Mexico 
and the United States, it will be a new 
and self-conscious Mexican people we 
shall find as our neighbors.—Detroit 
News.

So many bricks are thrown at the league of nations 


that it Is encouraging now and then to find that it is 
doing some really excellent work. American financiers 
recently obersubscribed a 25 million dollar issue of 
Austrian bonds. These are part of a 120 million dollar 
offering that has been made in different countries, 
under a league of nations plan for stabilizing the Aus- 
trian monetary system, relieving the government of 
the necessity of having to print money whenever it 
needed some more for the payment of running ex 
penses 
The result will be to make possible the entire 


reconstruction of the economic life of Austria, a worth- 
while Job. 


No plan has ever had such a strong appeal to the 


imagination of people who have little knowledge of 
monetary system as that of government control of the 
printing of money. It is a good bit like free trade, the 
reasoning is all on the side of the proposition, but it is 
a theory that does not work. All Germany*4and Austria 
have needed to do, when their revenues fell short, was 
to start their pnnting presses, and as these could 
always be run faster than the money would depreciate 
they could turn the trick. If each of us had his little 
printing press, we could enjoy a brief span of prosperity 
ourselves, but as the only val. e money has in the hands 
of an individual is its ability to be traded for goods, one 
is in a sad predicament when he cannot find anyone 
with goods to trade with. That fact has browen down 
all paper money systems m the past, and it always will. 


A look thru the catalogs of the book publishing

because the public taste, as shown by library circula- 
tion reports, runs to fiction, with biography usually 
standing second.
